More than 45 years ago, a 
g r o u p of prominent Gettys­ 
burg citizens became inter­ 
ested in the formation of an 
aerie of the Fraternal Order 
of Eaglet* here. 
The 
contacts 
with 
the 
Grand Aerie were made, and 
they were assured of a char­ 
ter should they obtain the 
needed number of members. 
There was much hard work 
to be done, but the idea met 
with success, and on January 
29, 1907, Gettysburg Aerie 
No. 1562 was instituted with 
78 charter members. 
The principles of the order, 
“ Liberty, Truth, Justice and 
Equality,” had much to do 
with the interest shown in the 
new lodge, and die! much to in­ 
fluence additional members. 
Before the charter had ac­ 
tually been granted or the first 
class initiated, 
many addi­ 
tional applications had been 
received for membership, and 
a second class was well under 
way. 
Many Dignitaries Here 
The a<*rie was instituted in 
St. Francis Xavier hall. High 
street. The degree team of the 
Hanover aerie was in charge, 
with 
national 
officers 
and 
many dignitaries from other 
aeries throughout the state in 
attendance. 
It was an auspicious begin­ 
ning, and Gettysburg Aerie 
No. 1562 was given added im­ 
petus through its first repre­ 
sentative showing. The enthu­ 
siasm 
was widespread and 
reached into every .section of 
the county. 
The late George F. Young, 
who died while in office., was 
the first president; William 
Kalbfloisch was the first secre­ 
tary, and Charles W. Myers, 
one of the six charter mem­ 
bers still living, was the first 
treasurer. 
Purchase $6,500 Home 
The 
first 
quarters 
were 
established in the old Ephraim 
Minnigh building, now occu­ 


pied by the Blue Parrot Tea; 
Room. The aerie remained in 
these 
quarters 
until 
1909,! 
when it moved next door. In 
1914 the aerie purchased the! 
present home on Cham bers-> 
burg street from Miss Kila 
Toot for $6,500. 
Extensive 
alterations and improvements 
were made and others have 
followed 
which 
make 
the* 
lodge home among the best in 
j this section. 
There has been a steady 
and, in many respects, rem ark­ 
able growth in membership 
since the formative years of 
the aerie, 
until today 
the 
Eagles in Gettysburg boast of 
a membership of 1,339 per­ 
sons from all walks of life, 


i serving together and enjoying 
the fruits of the lodge’s prin­ 
ciples. 
Is Non-Political 
The 
Fraternal 
Order of 
Eagles, according to its con­ 
stitution, is non-sectarian, and 
does not interest itself, as a 
lodge, in any form of politics. 
Politics is not discussed in any 
■ open meeting, thus preventing 
the lodge from participating 
in elections of any kind. 
Old age pensions are an im- 
I>ortant clause in the constitu­ 
tion of the F.O.E. The order 
stresses this point upon every 
occasion and it has l>een a 


I lwx>n to its steady growth 
| throughout the country’. 
Mother’s day, one of the 
most jxvpular days of observ­ 
ance, was recognized by the 
Eagles before any other lodge 
in the country. The lodge gave 
I its approval to such a day. and 
endorsed the move to honor 
mothers and make it a day 
of general observance. 
The charitable work of the 
(order has had a far-reaching 
I effect. 
Families 
in 
n e e d , 
whether th** h**ad of the fam­ 
ily was an Eagle or not, have 
received the helping hand. 
Sick, Death Benefits 
The local aerie also pays 
sick and death benefits to its! 
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members or families, and re- j 
cently petitioned the Grand 
Aerie to increase sick benefits ! 
from $7 to $10 a week, and 
death benefits from $125 to 
SIT;',. 
Provision is also made for 
the services of a physician for 
members and their families. 
The local lodge was incorpo­ 
rated in the fall of 1907, with 
James B. Aumen, A. M. Beck­ 
er and Charles Strausbaugh 
as incorporators. 
Additions and alterations 
costing thousands of dollars 
have been made to the Cham­ 
bersburg street home a t var­ 
ious times since purchase of 
the building, all designed to 
meet the needs of a growing 
membership with more ade­ 
quate facilities. With its large 
membership 
the 
aerie 
on 
many 
occasions 
entertains 
vast throngs and adequate 
quarters are a necessity. 


The home at the present 
time contains a large office in 
front on the ground floor, a 
grill room, with its 61-foot 
bar, and a large kitchen and 
adjoining storage room at the 
rear. The grill room, in addi­ 
tion to the bar, contains tables, 
games, a pool table and other 
facilities for the entertain­ 
ment of the members. At one 
end of the grill are the lava­ 
tories. 
Banquet Hall 
The second floor contains 
the main banquet hall. Ad­ 
joining 
this 
hall, 
through 
large french doors, is a smaller 
dinning room. Both can be 
thrown together for the lar­ 
ger affairs frequently held at 
the home. 
The main hall is 25 feet in 
width and 90 feet in length 
with a parlor 16 by 24 feet. 
The lodge room is on the third 
floor. All rooms are attractive­ 


ly finished, the plaster walls ^ 
in light shades, and modern 
electrical 
fixtures 
provide! 
good illumination throughout.! 
A new indirect lighting sys­ 
tem 
has 
b e e n 
installed 
throughout the second floor 
and in the secretary’s offices, j 
Stairs and woodwork are nat­ 
ural wood finish and mahog­ 
any. The floors are of highly 
polished maple. 
The Eagles have taken good j 
care of their members who 
have served in the wars of 
this country, both World I and 
World War II, and their fami­ 
lies. 
When World 
War I en-- 
meshed the country the Eagles 
adopted a resolution which 
provided for the establish­ 
ment of a pension fund for 
veterans who made the su­ 
preme sacrifice. 
Fund Is Oversubscribed 
The 
fund 
was 
r a i s e d 


through ten lier cent subscrip­ 
tions from members. Each 
member 
was 
assessed 
ten 
cents a month to provide for 
the fulfillment of this resolu­ 
tion. Every Eagle accepted 
the assessment without a m ur­ 
m ur of dissent, and the neces­ 
sary 
money 
was 
quickly 
raised with an over-subscrip­ 
tion th at startled even the 
most optimistic member of 
the order. 
The family of every Eagle 
who lost his life in World War 
I received $1,000, the amount 
fixed in this s|>ccial fund reso­ 
lution. 
There 
were 
17,000 
claims paid. 
After World War I 
the 
Eagles continued to grow in 
membership. By 1927, when 
it celebrated its 20th anniver­ 
sary, it had a membership of 
341. compared with 1,339 at 
the present time. 
Improve­ 
ments to the building and 


equipment now’ give the aerie, 
net assets worth more than 
$100,000. 
164 In Service 
One hundred and sixty-four! 
members of the aerie an-1 
swrred the call to arms and 
served their country during 
World VVar II. Two of them 
made the supreme sacrifice,! 
A. B. Erlain, who died in serv­ 
ice, and Harry Jeffcoat, killed 
in action. 
National, state and local, 
committees were named after 
the close of World War II to 
plan programs to aid the re­ 
turning servicemen. The order 
has not lost interest in old age 
pensions and social security 
since it succeeded in having 
laws passed to provide for 
them. National, state and local 
committees study administra­ 
tion of these laws constantly, 
and extension of benefits of 
the laws to thousands of ad­ 
ditional persons not originally; 
covered. 
The local aerie took action 
some time ago to insure that 
indigent persona when they, 
die have a proper burial. It 
purchased a plot in Evergreen 
cemetery’, and pays the tuner-1 
a1 expenses of such persons 
whose bodies might otherwise 
be shipped to medical labora­ 
tories. 
Buy Burial Ground 
On September 12, 1947, the 
following resolution was read 
by the secretary and duly 
seconded and adopted: 
“ Resolved, that the aerie 
purchase a plot of ground in 
the old Citizens cemetery 76 
by 32 feet, which wilt contain 
24 graves on which the aerie 
has already agreed to bury at 
a cost of $60 for said burial 
at a cost of $100 for the 
ground and $200 for the en­ 
dowment. 
“That all graves opened on 
this plot will be paid for by 
the aerie. 
“That all persons buried on 
the said plot shall have placed 
a t the head of the grave a 
small marker with the name 
of the person, the year they 
were horn and the year they 
died, at a cost not to exceed 
$15 each. 
“If any colored bodies are 
turned over to the aerie for 
burial the trustee are author­ 
ized to purchase ground for 


burial from the colored Elks 
cemetery and have the grave 
opened and a marker erected 
the same as in the plot in the 
Evergreen cemetery. 
"All deeds for lots and 
graves are to be made in the 
name of the trustees of Get­ 
tysburg aerie and their suc­ 
cessors in office.” 
Youth Program 
Youth 
work 
is 
another 
prime objective of the aerie. 
Two years ago the aerie en­ 
tered a team in the Gettys­ 
burg softball league and it 
sponsored and paid the ex­ 
penses of a Gettysburg junior 
team 
in

zation and Paul A. Oyler or­ 
ganizer and manager of tho 
Mason-Dixon entry.

34 Presidents 
Since the birth of the Get­ 
tysburg aerie the order has 
had 34 presidents, including 
thepresent one, Russell Staley.

lists Out of this determination came 
the Eagles' Memorial Foundation, 
the Eagles’ "Living Memorial’’ to 
their fraternal brothers who made 
Hie supreme sacrifice so that the 
world would be a better place in 
which to live. 
Statues and memorials were ruled 
out. * Such tributes offer no practical 
and concrete assistance to those who 
are left behind.” Mr Brown there­ 
upon suggested that the Eagles build 
their ’ Memorial” In the lives of the 
children who were left fatherless bv 
the war and he proposed the idea of 
the Memorial Foundation. Tile idea 
caught on like brushfire among 
Eagles and contribution* came pour- ' 
ing into the Foundation from Aeries. 
Auxiliaries, and members 
Ben rf! ta To Children 
The 
Foundation 
provides free 
medical, dental, hospital, surgical, 
and optical care as well as offering 
educational asslstar.ee to the sons 
and daughter of Eagle* who died 
In the war The Foundation is sup­ 
ported by contributions from Eagle 
Aeries and Auxiliaries The Founda­ 
tion itself hat no administrative ex­ 
penses; all such costs are paid bi 
the Grand Aerie of the Order of j 
which Mr Brown to the Administra­ 
tive Director. To date, the Orand 
Aerie has borne a coat of s 100,000 
At present there arr 1.326 sons and 
daughters In the Memorial Founda­ 
tion * Family,” 
Gathering the names of all the 
eligible children wa no mean task. 
It meant that queries had to be sent 
to every Aerie in the jurisdiction 
and the order has more than 1.800 
Each Aerie secretary was asked to 
supply the Foundation trustee* with 
a list of members from his Aerie 
who were killed and the number of 
children in each instance 
Such 
work was slow- and laborious and 
involved a considerable amount of 
checking before the trustees Wuld 
be sure that the children were 
eligible. The location of these chil­ 
dren was complicated by the turmoil 
and moving of family units during 
the war In the Philippines, for ex­ 
ample, all records were destroyed. 
Maintain Integrity 
By 1947, the Foundation was in 
full swing and children were re 


reiving benefits. Each child is given 
a free medical and dental examina­ 
tion each year ani whatever wark 
is deemed necessary at the time is 
underwritten by the Foundation. 
The mother—whether or not she has 
remarried—is afforded the oppor­ 
tunity to use* the services of her 
family physician and dentist. The 
philosophy behind the free choice 
of mecical rare is that the integrity 
of the group is maintained. In in­ 
stances where rheumatic fever or 
nervous diseases are diagnosed, con­ 
sequently demanding constant at­ 
tention, the Foundation stands be­ 
hind the mother and assumes the 
complete expen d. Some of the boys 
and girls are now attending col­ 
leges and universities and have re­ 
ceived aids and grants from the 
Foundation for the school of their 
personal choice. Many of the girls 
cAoo*e nursing school or business 
training but each request is handled 
separately. 
At the 1951 Orand Aerie conven­ 
tion held In Rochester, N Y., action 
was taken b> the delegates in at­ 
tendance to extend the benefits of 
the Eagles’ Memorial Foundation 
so as to take care of the children 
of Eagle members who Io n* their 
lives in the Korean conflict. As a 
result of such action the Founda­ 
tion rolls are again increasing reg­ 
ularly 
Extend Health Service 
In 1941, the Foundation authorized 
1,834 separate health items Includ­ 
ing tonsillectomies, appendectomies, 
hernias, fractures, eye operations, 
and X-ray treatments; in short, 
Just about everything that might 
pdhalbly happen to a child The to­ 
tal expenditures were $7,206.02, 
In 1949. as more names were 
added, the total expended through­ 
out the year was $30 670 44 Sum­ 
mertime is always a difficult period 
because children, free from school, 
are positively ingenious at hurting 
themselves by falling out of trees, 
havmg bicycle accidents, and skin­ 
ning themselves while swimming. 
Examinations and reports began 
to take on a regular pattern in 1949 
as mothers became familiar wnh the 
workings of the Foundation Spring­ 
time instead of being sulphur and 
molasses time, became Memorial 
Foundation check-up time and many 
doctors were as enthusiastic about 
the Foundation’* work as Eagles.

In World War I, more than 47,000 
Eagles served in the armed forces. 
On the home front, Aeries bought 
millions in liberty Bonds, provided 
entertainment for veterans, boosted 
morale with letters and gifts to 
servicemen, and sparked blood dona­ 
tion and salvage drives in many 
Eagle communities. In World War II, 
56,000 Eagles served on all battle 
fronts of the world, and 3,123 made 
the supreme sacrifice. On the home 
front. Aeries purchased more than 
25 millions in war bonds and the 
activities to aid the war effort 
paralleled those in World War I,

Out of World War ll was bom i 
the Eagles greatest hum anitarian ; 
enterprise—the Memorial Founda­ 
tion. Conceived by Managing Or­ 
ganizer M. L. Brown, as a “living 
memorial" to benefit the lives cf 
children whose Eagle fathers had 
given their lives for their country, 
the Foundation was established by 
til* generosity of Aeries and in- J 
dividual Eagles who donated ap­ 
proximately Id,OOO,OOO to create the 
Foundation 
fund. Proceeds 
from 
investment of the fund, the prin­ 
cipal of which will remain intact, 
are now being used to safeguai A 
, the physteal welfare of eligible chil­ 
dren through physical examinations, I 
medical, dental and optical treat­ 
ment. Tile proceeds will also be used 
to provide college educations for 
these children 
By means of the 
Foundation, the youngsters of heroic 
Eagle fathers will have all the op­ 
portunities in life denied them by 
the cruel fate of war. As a perpetual 
fund, the Foundation will in later 
years contribute to other worthy 
causes advancing Eagle ideals. 
Sanctity Of Home 
One of tile principles which tile 
order espoused early In its history 
was the sanctity of the family and 
home. I his principle veered the 
order Into active programs to fur­ 


ther this objective. One result was 
promotion of youth guidance pro­ 
grams Conquest of juvenile delin­ 
quency Is a major Eagle goal.
